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Gas Processing Plant To Be 


Constructed West Of Carstairs 


Plans for construction of \ 
$3,750,000 gas processing plant +4 
the Carstairs area were unvdtied 
before a meeting of the Mountain 
View Municipality in Didsbury on 
Monday afternoon. 

The plant is being built and will 
be operated by Home Oj] Company 
Limited on behalf of the Carstairs 
gag producers. It is to be located 
five miles west and two miles south 
of Carstairs. Construction will 
start on August 15th and a plant 
is scheduled for completion on 
March Ist, 1960. 

It will have a capacity to pro- 
cess 75 million cubic feet of raw 
fas per day which will be drawn 
from the Carstairs field and sold to 
Trans Canada Pipe Lines. The 
plant will remove the acid gas con- 
tent by an amine treatment and in 
addition to the pipeline gas will 
market approximately 2,200 barrels 
of condensate per day. 

Arrangements for building the 
plant have been made with Fluor 
Corporation of Canada Ltd. 

It is expected that most of the 
equipment used in the new plant 


will be of Canadian manufacture 
while the labor force of 200 during 
construction Will be entirely Can- 


When in operation, the proces- 
sing plant will be highly instru- 
mentated and will employ about 
30 people. 

The main ownership of the plant 
will be divided approximately 50% 
to the Home Oil group which dis- 
covered the field; 22% to Canadian 
Superior Oil of California; 16% to 
Tennessee Gas Transmission Com- 
pany; 8° to Texaco Canada Ltd. 

I. M. Drum, Home Oil manager 
of special projects, and H. Geddes 
who will be in charge of the oper- 
ation of the plant, appeared be- 


fore ithe Mountain View council 
and explained ‘the project. 
Mr. Drum said that Home Oil 


has purchased lots in Carstairs on 
which it plans to build several 
houses for the gas plant employees 
who will be stationed there, These 
men are currently going through a 
special training course to familiar- 
ize them with gas plant operation.

sired numbers. Both aircraft were 
used throughout the period of ac- 
tivity, but with numerous cells de- 
veloping simultaneously, it was 
physically impossible, in this case 
to attack each Cell the proper 
time. 

Situations of this kind are the 
exception rather than the rule and 
is one of the reason that elimina- 
tion of hail is not possible at this 
stage in the developement of hail 
suppression, 

June 25th produced a moderate 
hail threat as thunderstorms devel- 
oped in the southern part of the 
project, but no hail was reported. 

Ground generators have operated 
almost 1000 hours to date and the 
aircraft have flown on 5 of the 
first 7 days. This compares with 
only 121 hours of ground operation 
last year in the same period. 

The general rains of late Thurs- 
day and Friday produced 2 inches 
of moisture at the Didsbury office 
while almost 3 inches fell at the 
Calgary office,

2,4-D and MCP: During the last 
few days and during the next few 
weeks a great many farmers have 
and will be using either one or both 
of these potent weed killers.

There 
will no doubt be questions in their 
minds concerning the various ty- 
pes such as the esters, amines or 
sodium salt preparations in both 
2,.4-D and MCP on the market. A

terial 


many ounces of acid per gallon the 
material contains. Figure out how 
much per acid ounce it is. The 
cost runs from 6 to 10 cents per 
acid ounce. Then you decide how 
many ounces of acid per acre will 
be needed to do the job and you 
have the cost per acre for mater- 
jal. Secondly, keep in mind that 
you will require at least one or 
two more ounces of acid per acre 
where amine formulation is used as 
against the ester formulation. SO TED 
holds with either 2,4-D or MCP. 
This year I have been asked for 

advice by more farmers than ever 
before to give them a prescription 
that will be strong enough to kill 
the weeds with out damaging the 
crop. The materials being used 
vary according to manufacturers 
formula from a low 38 ounces per 
gallon to a high of 128 ounces per 
gallon. Obviously a letter like this 
is far too short to give much de- 
tail on this vital subject, but rem- 
ember, that I am at your service 
when or if you wish to have advice. 


HAY CUTTING TIME 


Most farmers tend to leave their 
hay crops too long before harves- 
ting, advises the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture. The depart- 
ment States that as forage crops 
progress towards maturity, the 
quality decreases. 

Therefore, haying should be done 
when the most favorable balance 
exists between nutritive value and 
tonnage. Experience has shown 
that this optimum stage occurs in 
in the case of alfalfa-grass mix- 
tures when the alfalfa starts to 
bloom. 

If a hay crop is predominately 
grass or all grass, it should be in 
full bloom, except sweet clover, 
which is best cut in the bud stage.
